-freedom, this influence has gradually weak- 
ened; and, at the zame time, the disposition 
to question ita phenomena and scientifically 
traco thelr causes, is Just awakening. There 
ls probably no subject where the demand 
for scientific Investigation and analysis ts 
more pressing, and promises socia) results 
more direct and important, - > 

Our reapected grandfathers, remote and 
proximate, had n way of treuting social 
questions whlch conspictous rather for 
simplicity than method. The record of tho 
jast century, however, is rich in tula- 
tion of philosopbles of history; the treat.

The fact that thera Bra ayalerdd by which 
the inftuences nrising siter birth are sa 
directed na to fashion individua lives Into 
permanent and pre-detézmined directions, 
is ko well uscertained that the failures are 
conspicuous and prove ths law. True, this 
alone doea not bear directly om the relative 
sttength of heredity and .sducation. The 
fact that we know education wore, and ean 
control it better, does not prove that the 
yet comparatively secret iutluence uf hered- 
ity is not equally ns streng. But it dues 
show that, in the present development of 
both, our practica! concern is largely mute 
with education, of whose methods und ca- 
pabliittes we do Kuow something, than 
with that occult element of which we 
know, aod perhaps can know, s-lentitiealig, 
nothing. Hut further than this, as power- 
ful as Leredity undoubtedly 1s, there is, I 
think, ample evidence that jn the great 
mnaforily of cases itis controlled by educa- 
tion. Jt [s probably true that the education 
of one generation will not obiiterate the 
reaults of the combined education and 
heredity of several preceding generations; 
but, in the jarge proportion of cases, oul 
atantiat and essential change ín character 
—intelleetaal and wmeral-may be uude,

There is one important point in connec. 
tion with the Instances nf inherited talent 
cited by the advocates of heredity, wich 
DT do not seem toregard, viz: the su- 
perlor traiatug to which the children of tal- 
ented parents are almost universally sub- 
fected. The results in these cases—if fav. 
oravle—are alt attributed to Inherited tal- 
ents.

Ifa cloud pass botween the 
edu aud his place of torment he fs at onta 
cast loose from his post and becomes the 
object of popular reverence, as & mighty 
magician in whose behalf the supernatural 
powers have deigned directly to intervene.

Hegel's popularity as i philosopher, at 
least upon art subjects, is largely due to the 
asublie flattery with which he woos the 
Christlan and orthodox sentiment of the 
tue In which he lives. ft is therefore, de 
served, because he who is polite to prevall- 
ing sentiment deserves the applause of hia 
time. He bas plowed his environment and 
his environment ought to please him. Hut 
the anme pllaocy which renders bim popular 
must reüder his popularity an affatr-of to- 
day, He has bowed too low to tha tempa 
rary to maintain a good understanding with 
the eternal In the tong History of Art, 
Christianity, as a religlon, Is but a tempo- 
rary factor, which to-day is and tomorrow 
ja cast into the oven, while Hegel treata.1t 
na an eternal verity and the end to which 
all art Is aubordinate. We would smile at 
the Mohammedan philosopher who should 
make.ths Koran the End of Art, while pro- 
feesing to plant himself oo principles of 
pe lice hy derived from history. <A smile 

equally due to the philosopher who com- 
mits the same error in behalf of the myths. 
and fables of Chriatlanity, The historic 
eriticism which has uten? swept away tha 
supernatural basis from Ohrtattanity acera 
to have escaped Hegel's notice, or hà has 
attached no importance to ft. In his theo- 
logicat almplicity he may be compared to à 
modern traveler who proposes toforget that 
steam and tha tolesraph have been invent- 
ed, to go around the world by frequent re- 


Jays of fast horses, aud Lo send nis mest- 


sages by a special courier. Wemzy admire 
the beauty and speed of his relays but we 
wonder at the" expensive obliviousuess of 
his aystem of travel. So wo may admire 
the subtlety, and scuteness of many of 
Hegel's ort perceptions, but we wonder that 
this should be harnessed to so much 
fabulous assumption and philosophic 
sterility, or to drop metaphor, anda j 
lain terms; wa wonder that ono who can 
hink with so much subtlety, can fall to em- 
brace a few clear thoughts which, if em- 
camel rs totally revolutionize his entire 


of art. 

Hugel defines art as nning in thosy:n-

The superstitious prejudice which has 
heretofore existed nmong thieves ngalnst 
"stealing pennies off from dead men's eyea,” 


will be happily removed through the gon- 


erous influence shed upon the mora! aspecta 
of this mode of gaining a Ilvelihood, by the 
example of the subscribors to the Past and 
Mail stock, and particulnely by that of the 
-eminent snd plous editor of the VoriAwest- 
ern. Christian Advocate. Mr. O. A. Willard, 
the former manager of the Post and Mall, 
is dead, The pennlea that aro resting upon 
bis visual orbs, naw forever closed, conelat 
of certain aubaeriptions for stock in tha 
Port and Moil, which he obtained from 
numerous parties during his life. Dr. 
Edwards, editor, exponent, stalwart pletiat, 
eta, subscribed for stock, received the geer- 
tifcate, became a director asd vicapresi- 
dent of the Post and Mail Company, was 
present at a number of tha satockholdors 
meetings and was put on a commjttée, 
though he now smys thot he returned fhe 
certificate, never voted upon it, and signed 
his name only "for üccoómmodnation and 
without asuspicton that be waa aubscribing 
for stock.” His signature ha would have us 
infer, incks tho requisite degreo of intent to 
make It binding in behalf of creditors who, 
perhaps, may bavo been induced by his 
svory name to trust the company. Tho 
mousy due on these nuliscriptloza is needed 
tg pay the creditors of the Post and Mail 
for paper, etc., and possibly its prompt pay- 
ment might leave a surpiux aufiocliont to 
protect the widow and orphans of poor 
Willard from tasting the bitter bread of 
penury.

One hundred ycara ngo, April *th, 1880, 
this distinguished Unitarinn clergyman 
leader in liberty of conscience, nnd reform- 
er, was born in Nowport, Jt. I., where his 
centennial birthüay waa celebrated by a 
large meeting ot the Opera ITouso, and by 
the laying of the corner stono of a Memor- 
Jal Church. Eminent clergymen of difer- 
ent denominations were present. A para- 
graph from the diacourso of Rey, Hf, W. 
Fellows gives n clear iden of Channing's 
theology, his rejeclion of dogmatism, and 
his roverenco for conscience. Ho taught, 
with rara power and beauty, the capacity 
of mun for andlesa cultura aud growth in 
grace, aud Ilustrated his teachings by a life 
of tenderness and moral horolsm. Dr. Bel- 
lows said: £ : P 

“Channiog was a theologian. but not of 
the old- pattern, He studied God and re- 
ported bis ways nnd his will after a man- 
ner that had not been recognized Ín former 
Behoola of theology. This indeed waa hla- 
chief service, that he broke pith the old 
theological methods, and refused to sottlo 
the controversies of the Church by an ap 
peal to Scriptures and cresds, authoritative 
over the mind and heart of man, and not 
merely authoritative within them, and by 
concurrence with thelr testimony. Freely. 
joyfully, humbly and with bia whole aon 
he bowed before truth, worth, ness, 
purity, sacredness, and ín the testimoufes 
of, bia own spiritual nature he saw thom, to 
an -infipbite extent, in the great source of 
his own moral experiences. That mind ts 
one abd the same essènce En God, angels and 
men js a fundamental postulate wlth nim."
